REPORT 


OF THE 


Superintending School Committee 
TOWN OF ROLLINSFORD, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1884, 


We beg leave to submit the following report : 
DISTRICT NO-ez: 
Srmon STAPLES, Agent. 
Summer Term, 8 weeks, Elizabeth Wentworth, Teacher. 


That it requires something more than a fine education to 
keep a good school, was certainly demonstrated by this teacher. 
Wanting in order and discipline, her school was a poor apology 
for a good one. 


Fall Term, 8 weeks, Maria L. Grouard, Teacher. 


This was Miss Grouard’s first experience as a teacher. La- 
boring under the disadvantages of the preceding term, with 
only eight weeks at her command, it required a short, sharp 
and decisive struggle to make any showing. We found the 
teacher equal to the emergency. ‘The scholars were orderly 
and studious. Her labors were performed to the entire satis- 
faction of the district. 
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Winter Term, 12 weeks, Amos W. Pike, Teacher. 


Mr. Pike might well be called the Father of Teachers, this 
being his one hundred and eleventh term in the school room.
